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To  Dr.  Andrew  C.  Zenos,  for  his  many  years  of  valuable 
service  to  Lake  Forest  College,  the  staff  of  the  1936 
Forester  dedicate  their  book. 

This  year  marks  his  fortieth  year  as  a  member  of  our 
Board  of  Trustees  and  for  five  years  Dr.  Zenos  was 
Professor  of  Greek  and  Hebrew  on  our  faculty. 

Apart  from  our  college,  Dr.  Zenos  is  known  as  an 
authority  on  the  history  of  the  Christian  religion  and 
he  is  Dean  of  the  Presbyterian  Theological  Seminary.

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REID  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
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The  Reid  Memorial  Library,  a  gift  of  Mrs. 
Arthur  Somerville  Reid,  was  erected  at  Lake 
Forest  College  in  1899  and  supplied  a  place 
for  the  many  books  which  had  before  been 
kept  in  College  Hall.  Our  library  has  grown 
with  the  college  until  today  it  has  the  second 
largest  number  of  volumes  per  student  of 
any  college  in  Illinois  and  is  the  fourth  in 
actual  number  of  books  in  the  state.  Miss 
Mabel  Powell,  librarian,  has  been  associ- 
ated with  the  college  for  many  years.  This 
year  during  the  illness  of  Miss  Powell,  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Johnson  ably  took  charge  of  the  li- 
brary and  the  five  student  assistants  who 
work  there.     Lake  Forest  College  Library  is 


a  reference  library  and  is  well  endowed 
with  such  material.  It  contains  an  unusual 
collection  of  encyclopediae  and  dictionaries. 
It  also  contains  collections  of  material  for 
all  the  departments  of  the  college,  but  is 
especially  supplied  with  English  and  Ro- 
mance language  books.  There  are  to  be 
found  within  the  walls  of  the  library  govern- 
ment documents  and  some  of  the  very  early 
journals  of  Congress — journals  given  to  the 
college  by  Mr.  C.  B.  Farwell.  In  it  there  are 
also  statues  of  Moses,  Buddah,  and  Dante 
which  were  gifts  to  the  school.  The  statue 
of  Moses  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  V.  Farwell  and 
that  of  Buddah  came  from  Korea  and  was 
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given  by  Mr.  Henry  White.  The  painting  of 
Dr.  Bross  Thomas  which  hangs  over  the  fire- 
place was  presented  by  Harriet  Blackstone. 
Mr.  Carter  FitzHugh  originally  gave  to  the 
college  the  shields  on  which  the  names  of 
the  honor  students  of  each  graduating  class 
were  to  be  engraved.  The  first  shield  was 
placed  on  the  wall  in  1910.  In  1931  the 
Carnegie  Grant  allowed  $10,000  to  the  col- 


lege for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  new 
books  for  the  library.  Since  then  there  have 
been  added  to  our  collection  some  very 
valuable  as  well  as  many  useful  books. 
Plans  have  been  made  to  remodel  the  in- 
terior of  the  library  to  allow  more  room  for 
books  and  periodicals  and  to  provide  a 
place  which  will  be  free  from  any  possible 
fire  hazards.

Three  Outstanding  Events 

in  1935-36 


At  the  Annual  Christmas  dinner,  held  on 
Thursday,  December  12,  in  the  Calvin 
Durand  Commons,  Calvin  Durand  Trow- 
bridge, Jr.,  presented  to  the  college  an  oil 
painting  of  Calvin  Durand.  Mr.  Durand  was 
the  donor  of  the  Commons  in  which  the 
ceremony  took  place  and  which  is  named 
for  him.  The  painting  was  presented  by 
the  family  of  Calvin  Durand,  and  it  is  now 
hanging  on  the  west  wall  of  the  building 
which  was  the  result  of  his  generosity. 

On  October  22,  1935,  President  H.  M. 
Moore  announced  to  all  parts  of  the  world 
the  Bross  Prize  Competition  which  will 
award,  at  its  culmination  in  1940,  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  for  the  best  literary  work 
showing  the  connection,  relation  and  mutual 
bearing  of  any  of  the  humanities  or  sciences 
with  or  on  the  Christian  religion.  This  Prize 
Competition  marks  the  fiftieth  year  of  the 
William  Bross  Foundation  and  surpasses  in 


scope  and  value  all  of  its  activities.  It  is 
open  to  scholars  and  writers  of  all  nations, 
and  will  extend  until  the  end  of  1939. 

The  second  Annual  Mid-Winter  Banquet 
of  Lake  Forest  College  was  held  on  the  eve- 
ning of  Friday,  March  13,  in  the  beautiful 
Crystal  Ballroom  of  the  Edgewater  Beach 
Hotel  where  there  were  gathered  more  than 
three  hundred  students,  alumni,  faculty, 
trustees,  and  friends  of  the  college.  Student 
and  alumni  speakers  described  the  activi- 
ties of  the  campus  by  short  sketches  in  which 
they  pictured  each  activity  and  its  leaders. 
Four  college  musical  organizations  —  the 
Band,  the  Orchestra,  the  Chorus,  and  the 
newly  formed  Men's  Glee  Club — added  to 
the  entertainment.  Two  new  prize-winning 
songs,  "A  Song  of  Praise"  by  Lois  Wilson 
and  Edgeley  Todd  and  "Varsity  Song"  by 
Allen  Long,  were  presented  to  the  audience 
and  sung  by  the  chorus  for  the  first  public 
performance.

Richard  Widmark  took  third  place  in  the 
men's  division  of  the  same  contest.  Robert 
Katz  represented  Lake  Forest  in  the  State 
Peace  Oratorical  Contest  held  this  year  for 
the  first  time  at  Lake  Forest.  Two  debate 
teams,  representing  both  sides  of  the  ques- 
tion "Resolved:  That  congress  should  be  per- 
mitted by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  to 
override  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  de- 
claring a  law  unconstitutional"  won  second 
place  in  the  State  Debate  Tournament.  Mr. 
Tomlinson  entered  two  teams  in  the  Franklin 
tournament  which  won  five  out  of  eight  of 


the  debates.  We  debated  with  St.  Viators 
College  over  the  radio  on  the  question  that 
relief  is  a  national  responsibility.  Another 
radio  debate  was  held  with  the  John  Mar- 
shall Law  School:  resolved  that  Illinois  needs 
a  new  state  constitution.  The  debate  given 
by  Harlan  McClung  and  Robert  Katz  for 
compulsory  R.  O.  T.  C.  in  Land  Grant  Col- 
leges was  printed  in  a  collection  of  "Repre- 
sentative Debates  of  1935-36."  We  have  had 
the  following  number  of  debates  with  these 
schools:  Beloit,  2;  Carroll,  2;  North  Central, 
1;  Marquette,  3;  Northwestern,  1;  Eureka,  2;
